A peculiar clock, which marks the 


hours from one to twenty-four, hap 
recently been completed by a Wil- 
mington manufacturer. 
The new 


time- piece is of the kind soon to le 
adopted by several of tho railroads. 
The most conspicuous itmovutioia 
are in the marking upon the dial 
and in the movement of the wheels 
which run the hands. Tho minute 
hand, instead of making twelve revojj 
lutions to every revolution of the 
hour hand, aa in the ordinary clock, 
makes twenty-four revolutions while 
the hour baud passes around once. 
The figures upon the dial are marked 
in Arabic, instead of Roman nume- 
rals. They are one to twenty- four 
inclusive, the spaces between the 
figures thus being only half as great 
as those on the dial of the ordinary 
twelve-hour clocks.

hand therefore male) the half min- 
utes as well as the minutes. The 
railroads proposing to adopt, the 
new syate'm as a standard will pre- 
pare new time-tables, upon which the 
distinction between trains marked 
a. m. and those marked p. m., which 
is often overlooked by careless trav- 
elers, will no longer appear.
